Berran, Aug. 18.—The following official
news has been made public here this morn-
ing:—

“Poxt-a-Movsson, Aung. 17— Evening.
Gieneral Alvensleben advanced yesterdsy with
the 5d Corps towards the east side of Melz,
on the line of the enemy's retreat towards
Verdun, He encountered severe fighting
with the divisiens of Generals De Caen, L'Ad-
wirsult, Frossard, Oanrobert, and the Impe-
rial Guard.

“‘General Alvensleben was sustained suc-
cossively by the 10th Army Corps and bya
detachment of the #th and 7Tth, commanded
by Prince Frederick Charles. The enemy
was driven in upon Metz, in spite of his
great superiority of forces, after a severe
combat of twelve hours. The losses on both
sides were very heavy. The Prussian Gene-
rals Doring and Widel were killed, and
Genernls Rausch and Gruscher wounded.
King William to-day saluted the troops on
ihe field of battle, which is glorionsly main-
fained.”

A French Account.

Loxpon, Aug. 18,—A telegram from Briey,
& town fourteen miles northwest of Metz, has
the following:—“'An obstinate struggle oc-
curred near Mars-la-Tour, between Metz and
Verdun, yesterday. It is supposed the en-
gagement was gemeral. Large mumbers of
wounded of both armies are arriving at Diriey.
Travellers report that a vast body of Pras-
#ians have been thrown back upon the Moselle
by the Lmperial Guard. The Prussian artil-
lery was entrenched between Briey and Saint
Jean,"”

The Hetreat on Verdun,

LoxpoN, Aug. 15.—Telegrams from Paris
this morning give the following resume of
events since Sunday last:—On that day the
French army engaged the Prussians before
Metz, The latter suffered heavy losses, and
the I'rench retired on Verdun,

The Emperor's Movemenis.

On Monday the Emperor was at Grave-
lotte with sixty thousand men. BSubse-
quently oceurred the engagement at Longue-
ville, the French constantlyfighting and re-
trepting, contesting every step'. On ’I‘nesdny'
the Punperor passed ‘through Vérdun and
reached Rheims, whete he now is.

An Armistice Refused.,
The Paris Presse says the report that the

Prussians bed demanded an armistice, in
order to bury their dead, is fully confirmed,
and praises Marshal Bazaine for not accord-
ing it. The peasants must bury the dead,
and the army continue its work of annihilat-

ing the enemy.
The French Forces
gre increasing constantly, and the Prussians

decreasing. The hour of the complele vie-
tory of France is near,
The Defense of Puris.
There is great activity on the fortifications
of Paris, and thousands of men are at work
putting the defenses in better condition.

The Prussion Muccesses Confirmed—The Maln
KFrenoh Army Hetroenuing.

Lowpon, Aug. 17.—Despatches received to-
doy at the Prussian Embassy Iin London con-
firm the Prussian successes on Bunday, already
reported, but do not throw much light on the
eubsequent events. No telegrams received in
London up to midnight (Wedneaday) explain
clearly the movements of the last three days
The French accounts are extremely vague, bul
indicate that divided counsels and
changing plans have constantly embar-
roesed and endangered the French retreat.
A despateh from Chalons already telegraphed vou
proved that troops were pushed forward from
Chalons towards Metz down to Saturday night,
when the trains were stopped and fired on at
Pont-a-Mousson. On Sunday the Prussians
found the French still in great force under the
wall of Metz, Bince Bunday no considerable
battle is known to have been fought anywhere;
but the French reports of checks to the Prus-
slans west of the Moselle, whether true or
false, colncide with Bazaine's retrograde
movement. In the absence of Prussian
telegrams there is nothing to show what forces,
either Prussian or French, remain near Metg;
but there can be little doubt that Bazaine, after
hesitating till it was almost too late, has with-
drawn the main body of the French army west-
ward, and that the Prusslun forces huve ha-
rassed his retreat by nnremitting attacks on his
flanks and rear. In such circumstances no
general or declsive engagement should be
fought, unless the Prussians had moved rapidly
enough to cut off the French retreat. They
seem to have crossed the Moselle both above
and below Metz, large forces remaining at the
same time before Metz, and there I8 no known
basis for Palikno's statement In the Corps Legis-
Jatlf that the Prussian attempt Lo cut off Bazaine
had falled, for there 18 no evidence that it has
been made in such force as to compel Bazaine
10 choose between abandoning the direct line
1o (balons amd fighung & battle, The 1
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Intest acconnts  place him  at  Hialn,
but the French appear 1o bave wno
information as to the disposition or strength
of the Prussian columns threatening his march.
If it be true, as the French give ont, that Metz
18 held by a mere garrison, it may be many days
bafore a great battle can be forced by the Prus-
elane or accepted by the French at any point
west of Metz. In the meantime there is llkely
to be, as during the last three days, a continual
succession of éncounters between the heads of
the Prussian columns and the rear guard of the
French.

In 1836 he established the
concern at Fifth and Washington avenue, o
well known as Merrick’s machine works. In
all the improvements of any moment he took

an active part, and was the originator
of many which Jhave gince proved
of incalenlable valme. It is to him that

we are indebted for the present gas works, of
which he was the original engineer. At the
time when the project was first broached many
looked upon his scheme as wild, and some
older heads prophedied that if c¢he thing was
carried out a great calamity would befal the
city. Mr. Merrick, however, saw the im-
menge benefit that was to be derived,
and, eecuring & seat in Counclls,
he fought on, almost against hope, and at last
gained the vietory. He was also the first Presi-
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company,
was afterwards President of the Philadelphin
and Bunbury Rallroad Company, and was for
vears actively connected with the Catawissa
Railroad Company. In 1860 he retired from
business, haviog amassed a competence, aod
'l;:u since lived very quietly at bis family res-
dence.

The Battles nenr Metz.

Panas, Aug. 18.—The different battles around
Metz were fought by troops of the 3d and 4th
Corps. About 40,000 French troops were en-
gaged. The Prussian loss was very great, and
is computed at 20,000, "The French loss is com-
paratively small, owing to the ald afforded by
the cannon of adjacent fortresscs,

The Investment of Nirasburg
is 80 slack that the French troops have entered
and reinforced the garrison. Provisions have
also been carried there without an sttempt at
capture, A paymaster of the French army left
there with a large amount of treasure without
any hindrance whatever. It would seem that,
as the Pruesians have no siege traing, they have
given up the iden of a regular siege.

Having attacked Pialzburg unsuccessfully, the
Prusslang have retired six milometres to the
valley of Douxenheim to assure their commu-
nications.

Marshal Bazaloe Clnlms Another Victory.

Panrs, Aug. 18.—An oflicial despateh from
Marshal bBazaine just received claims a great
vicuory over Prince Frederick Charles and
General Steinmetz, between Douecour (Dieu-
lovart) and Bronyville (Baronville)

| From the locality here designated as the
scene of Marshal Bazalne's alleged victory over
the Prussians, the report loses much of its pro-
bability. Dienlouart is a town of 1500 inhabi-
tants, on the Moselle, about 20 miles south
of Metz, and Baronville 1s a small town about
25 miles sontheast of Metz and the same diz-
tance E. N. E. of Dienlouart. This brings

the locality of the battle in the
valley of the Beille, to the east of the
Moselle, and within ten or fifteen miles of

Nancy, in a northeast direction from that city.
All the late reports have placed the entire
French army and the bulk of the Prussian forces
eome miles west of the designated point, and on
the other side of the Moselle. There has pro-
bably been a blunder in tranamitting the names
of the towns referred to.—En, Eve, TEL. |

Particuls . of the Battle of Pont-n=Mousson,

Beruix, Ang. 18.—Detalls of the conilict at
Pont-a-Mousson have just been received. Mar-
ghal Bazaine, in endeavoring to fall back from
Metz to Verdun, was attacked at 9 o'clock on
Tuesday morning by the 5th Division, and
forced to face about.

The Pruseians were admirably firm, though
they sustained the attack of four French Corps,
among them the the Imperial Guard. After
fighting gallantly for six nours the Prussian 5th
Divizsion was reinforced from the 10th Corps.
These reinforcements arrived opportunely. The
French found that a prolongation of the eon-
1est would be impossible, and retired upon Metz
with a loss of 2000 prisoners, two eagles, and
geven cannon.

WaASHINGTON, Aug. 18, —The subject of the manu-
facture of vinegar from mashes, worts, or washes,
12 receiving close attention by the internal revenue
oficers. The construnotion of the law seems to be
such as to prohibit the manufacture of vinegar from
mnshes, ote., and to compel the manufacturers to ass
tax-paid spirits, Inst of availing themselves of
the aleehol contained In suth mashes as have been
heretofore nsed. The enforcoment of this view of the
law must tend to increase the revenue from spirits,
u8 the guantity of vinegar consumed by the country
wlll require annually about one million gallons of
spirits for its production. This would increase the
internal revenue from tax pald on spirits about half
a million dollars annoally.
